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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claim 13 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse 
in Paper No. /received date August 10, 2004. A complete reply to the final rejection 
must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Applicants' argument with respect to restriction requirement as set forth in 
paragraph bridging pages 5-6 of instant remarks is noted. But, claimed product can be 
produced by different processes and it is a serious burden to examiner to search the 
additional classes/subclassess. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-12 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
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The claimed "average crystal size lower than 100 nm" is not supported by the 
specification as original filed. See page 7, lines 10-13. The instant claimed range 
includes crystal size smaller than 0.1 nm.

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in 
the earlier application and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art of 
record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier application.
